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VBT Planners send new Master 
Plan to township board for OK

After a half-hour, Zoom meeting on Oct. 
28, the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission voted unanimously to send 
the new Land Use Master Plan on to the 
township board with a recommendation for 
its adoption. 

The township board should get the 
Master Plan on its agenda for the Nov. 17 
or Dec. 1 board meeting, according to Dan 
Power, director of planning and economic 
development. 

The only person to speak during the Oct. 
28 public hearing on the Master Plan was 
Matthew Nitz who asked about a mix of 
small businesses in residential areas, along 
with parks. 

Director Power said the VBT community 
has a lot of conventional, low-density 
housing. In the Belleville/Tyler area and 
Belleville Road from the Service Drive to 
Ecorse and south of downtown Belleville, 
a mix of housing and businesses is planned. 

Power said at the planning commission 
meeting on July 6 they took a pretty 
thorough look at the plan and there have 
been no changes since then. 

Adam Cook of McKenna Associates did 
the professional work on the Master Plan, 
beginning with surveys in 2018, which 
were evaluated in 2019. From January to 
June 2020, the Master Plan was completed 
and revised. The final step was that 
evening’s public hearing.

“Tt will start guiding the future of Van 
Buren Township,” Cook said. “We want 
this to be a useable plan.” 

Cook said future land use is on pages 
51-64 of the plan and on page 65 is a future 
land use table. He said single family homes 
make up 30% of the township and mixed 
use is planned for 9%, at the Town Center 
Core and Town Center Edge areas. 

Planning Commission chairperson 
Carol Thompson said the Master Plan 
presented is an impressive document and 
a large number of people in the community 
participated in its drafting. She said it is a 
quite workable plan. 


“It’s been out there since August and 
now it’s ready for adoption,” Power said, 
adding that the plan will be guiding the 
staff recommendations in the future. 

He said there is an interactive pdf on line 
and he asked if it should be extended. He 
said the plan will be revisited every five 
years. 

“It looks good,” said Treasurer Sharry 
Budd who is board liaison to the planning 
commission. She said she has looked it 
over many times. “Everybody put forward 
areal gallant effort.” 

Power invited the public to reach out to 
him with any suggestions on the plan. 

The draft Master Plan is on the township 
web site for inspection and traditional, 
print versions can be obtained through the 
township, he said. 

In another matter, Power said Canton 
Township has a draft amendment to 
its future land use map for the area on 
Michigan Avenue east of Denton and has 
sent it out to neighboring communities for 
a 42-day review. He said he would send it 
on to commission members. 

Commissioners Medina Atchinson and 
Joan Franzoi were absent and excused 
from the meeting. 
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Thomas Bates, left, a veteran, and Chris Donley paused for a picture on Oct. 28, as 
they hung banners of local veterans along Main Street in Belleville. A crew of seven 
volunteers hung 62 banners in three hours time along Main, High, and South streets.

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Sumpter board approves second 
amendment to Moose land contract

At the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustee’s Oct. 27 meeting, township 
attorney Rob Young asked the board to add 
a last-minute item to the agenda. 

He said he knew the board didn’t like 
last-minute items, but he said he had sent 
information to board members on the 
subject. 

The board agreed to add to the agenda 
the second amendment to the land contract 
with the Moose in the purchase of the PNA 
Hall from the township. 

Young said the Moose commences to pay 
in March 2021 and $112,372 will be owed 
at that time. He said the taxes must be paid 
in a timely manner and insurance presented 
to the township regularly. 

He said this will protect the township. 

Later in the meeting the board unanimously 
approved the second amendment to the 
Moose land contract. 

In other business at the 28-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved hiring JAN-PRO janitorial 
services to clean township properties, 
effective November 2020, at a monthly 
cost of $3,085. The company it was using 
was not providing the services and the 
township decided to change companies, 
said Clerk Esther Hurst; 

e Received from Fire Chief Joe Januszyk 
a framed copy of individual pictures of 
members of the fire department to hang 
in the township hall. Chief Januszyk said 
the pictures were taken before COVID-19 
hit. He said there were several milestones 


this month, including Richard Brown and 
John Krushlin hitting 35 years of service, 
Rick Sliwa hitting 43 years on Nov. 1, 
Tim Armstrong 22 years and Don LaPorte, 
14 years. Also, he said, Jamie Goode 
passed Staff and Command school. Chief 
Januszyk said when COVID leaves, he’d 
like to get all the firefighters before the 
board, in January or February, and give 
them a token to celebrate their service; 

e Heard Trustee Tim Rush ask attorney 
Young for an update on the investigation 
of the information on missing funds that 
were in a letter to the editor written by Jim 
Clark. Young said he had nothing new to 
report and his expectation is that this was 
an inaccurate letter to the editor and, “I’ve 
done what I can.” Trustee Matt Oddy said 
the township’s outgoing treasurer [Ken 
Bednark] reversed his endorsement of 
Clark because it was a serious allegation 
and cast a bad light on the treasurer’s 
department. “I’m sure Mr. Bednark knows 
there are not missing funds,” said Young. 
“Unpaid water bills are not the same as 
missing money,” Young said. Delinquent 
money or moneys owed to the township 
are different, he said; and 

e Heard Trustee Don LaPorte give an 
email address for residents to ask questions 
or give input on his proposal to put a bike 
path in the township, that was discussed at 
the last board meeting. He said they would 
like input and what residents think about 
it before the township spends any money 
on it.

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VBT DDA approves Reopening Policy, Fee Schedule for building

At its 59-minute Zoom meeting on Oct. 
27, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority board unanimously 
adopted a COVID-19 Pandemic Reopening 
Policy and then set a policy for building 
use and a building use fee schedule. 

The DDA had been planning public use 
of the DDA headquarters building at Harris 
Park early this year and then the pandemic 
struck and the building was locked up to 
the public. 

Executive Director Susan Ireland said 
the DDA had been following the lead of 
the township administration with regard 
to operating during these very uncertain 
times. 

She said staff discussed whether it should 
continue with following the township or if 
the DDA should have its own reopening 
policy. 

“Because there are differences between 
the two entities and vast differences in 
facility size, you may wish to have your 
own reopening plan,” Ireland told the 


board in a memo. 

She said DDA staff has researched 
other public facilities (Northville 
Township, Plymouth Township, Canton, 
Pittsfield, Ypsilanti Township, Romulus, 
Belleville and Brownstown which include 
administration, recreation centers and 
libraries). They are similar to one another 
in their reopening policies, she said. 

She presented a Pandemic Reopening 
Policy for the VBT DDA office, which 
included Five Stages for reopening. 

In Stage One, the building is closed 
completely; Stage Two, staff may report 
but DDA Office Building is closed to 
the general public; Stage Three, limited 
opening; Stage Four, DDA Office Building 
open to the public with conditions, and 
Stage Five, DDA Office Building open for 
regular business. 

She said currently the DDA is operating 
under Stage Two and asked the board if 
it decided to adopt the reopening policy 
to confirm operating under Stage Two 
through 2020. 

The board approved a $25 non-refundable 


conference room rental fee (each time), 
plus a refundable security/damage fee of 
$125. A fee for cleaning and disinfecting 
the meeting room and common area would 
not be charged at the beginning, but the 
board could rescind this at any time. 

In other business at the Oct. 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Ireland report that the camera 
pole they had been waiting for has arrived 
and the camera began working Oct. 19. 
Assistant Director Lisa Lothringer said 
now they can see what is going on all 
around Harris Park from inside the office 
building; 

e Heard Ireland report that Wayne County 
has approved the engineering for the repair 
and replacement of sidewalks within the 
DDA District. It is expected this project 
will be out for bids in mid-December, with 
a bid opening Jan. 14, and a start date in 
April 2021; 

e Heard Ireland report that Harris Park 
continues to see varied usage. The Corvette 
Club met again and another wedding was 
held Oct. 17. This is in addition to walkers, 


dogs, strollers, runners, users of the public 
wi-fi and others; 

e Was informed the holiday lighting at 
Harris Park and the monument sign area 
at Belleville and Quirk roads will be 
installed before Thanksgiving. Ireland said 
the Belleville and Quirk roads monument 
area has been decorated for fall by Garden 
Fantasy Greenhouse; 

e Learned the public hearing on the 
Aerotropolis Development Corporation 
LDFA boundary expansion will take place 
at the regular board meeting Dec. 3. The 
Resolution establishing a new ADC LDFA 
District boundary will occur on or after 
Feb. 1. Ireland said, as previously noted, 
expanding the boundary line does not 
negate the ability of “local control”; and 

e Heard Lothringer report on her many 
promotional projects for the DDA. She said 
the Restaurant Rally was a success and the 
picnic tables and garbage cans ordered for 
the pedestrian walk and Harris Park were 
due to arrive Nov. 4. 


Belleville City Council sends proposed use agreement to attorney

An agreement for use of the Fourth Street 
Square for outside dining for Egan’s Pub 
customers and other businesses until Sept. 
21,2024 has been sent to the Belleville city 
attorney to prepare. 

At Monday’s Zoom meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, the council voted 
unanimously to approve the concept and 
have the use agreement put into legal shape 
by the attorney. Then it will be circulated 
among council members and_ brought 
back to the council for action at the next 
meeting, Nov. 16. 

The user agreement would be between 
businesses and the city and it would 
specifically outline the designated space, 
schedule of operation, seating plans, 
maintenance, special events, and cost for 
utilization. 

John Winter of Egan’s Pub said the 
city supervisor has allowed them to have 
outside seating. He said they want to use 
igloos or a greenhouse concept this winter 
and needs an agreement that would allow 
Egan’s to operate in the Fourth Street 
Square. 

He said igloos are 16 to 18 feet long and 
that, or a tent, would extend into the Fourth 
Street Square. 

“We’re looking for the city council to 
allow us to use space until further notice 
until DORA sunsets,” Winter said, referring 
to the Designated Outdoor Refreshment 
Area approved by the State Legislature and 
the City of Belleville. “That would allow 


us to get more people in ... to survive 
and others who have the DORA permit to 
survive.” 

He said they would vacate the area for 
use by other community groups for their 
regular events. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he was not 
sure about extending this agreement to 
2024. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford voiced 
concerns about stakes for these structures 
and if the user would be liable for repairing 
any damage to the Fourth Street Square. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said they may 
not need stakes and the structures could be 
secured by weights. 

Winter said they don’t want to include 
stakes or anything that would cause 
damage. He said they would repair any 
damage and, “We want to be a good 
neighbor ... Not impede other people to 
survive, make money, and raise funds.” 

“It should be addressed in the user 
agreement,” said Councilman Voigt. “If 
there are no stakes, it is not an issue ... We 
set a precedent when we approve things.” 

“Stakes? That’s way too much work and 
I’m lazy,” joked Winter, noting there will 
be no stakes. 

When asked how soon Winter needed 
approval of the agreement, he said DORA 
is set to sunset on Sept. 21, 2024 and they 
have to apply to the state by the 30" of 
November to get approval at no cost to 
him. 

Voigt asked if there was any COVID 
grant money they could use to cover the 


attorney fee or the user agreement. 

City Manager Tracey Schultz Kobylarz 
said she didn’t know, but she will look into 
it. 

In other business at the 56-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$63,620.31 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Blue Ribbon 
Contracting, $2,942.50 for emergency road 
repair from water main break and to Design 
Print Banner LLC, of Lawrenceville, 
GA, $591.77 for the Veterans Memorial 
Banners; 

e Heard City Manager Kobylarz say 
the next day was Election Day and as of 
Monday, 87.7% of the absentee ballots had 


been returned to the clerk’s office. She said 
they had 12 voters at a time waiting in the 
entryway all day Monday until they locked 
the doors at 4 p.m. It was the same on 
Saturday when the clerk’s office was open 
for voters, she said; and 

e Learned Pioneer Landscaping will begin 
cleanup with overgrowth, weeds and trees 
behind city hall and the party store this 
week end. Also trees have been removed 
form the DPW site. Sidewalk repairs in the 
city will continue in the spring. Kobylarz 
said sidewalk and brick work is well under 
way at Doane’s Landing. The retaining wall 
is completed and they are just waiting on 
the block for the decorative front. Grading 
is nearly completed for the sidewalk. 


Local commissioner resigns 
from state redistricting group 


The 13-member Independent Citizens 
Redistricting Commission is looking 
for a replacement again, as Van Buren 
Township’s Glenn Shaw has resigned. 

Shaw, 71, was selected at random to join 
the commission in September to fill the 
spot of James Decker, who resigned. There 
will be a random selection from the pool 
of semifinalists to fill the position at 11:15 
a.m. on Wednesday, Oct. 21. 

The commission is a result of a 2018 
proposal passed by Michigan voters, 
creating a group to redraw Michigan’s state 
and federal electoral boundaries fairly. 

Previously, the Legislature handled 


this task — allowing the party in power 
to gerrymander the lines. By grouping 
together clumps of voters from the opposite 
party in some districts, the party in power 
could create more districts that lean toward 
their party. 

The commission always includes four 
Democrats, four Republicans and five 
people unaffiliated with either party. Shaw 
was unaffiliated with either party — so his 
replacement must not be affiliated, either. 

Shaw submitted a letter of resignation 
recently, saying he didn’t think he could 
continue on the commission due to

Michiganders who desire to redeem their 
outstanding 10-cent deposit on bottles and 
cans will now be able to go to any retailer 
that accepts returns, according to the 
Michigan Department of Treasury. 

Effective Oct. 15, all grocery stores, 
supermarkets, convenience stores, gas 
stations and other retailers with bottle 
and can return facilities must open their 
return facilities, resume the collection of 
returnables and refund customer deposits. 

Retailers that typically accept bottles and 
cans and provide deposits will be reopening 


their facilities, regardless of where such 
facilities are physically located, serviced 
by reverse vending machines, staffed by 
employees, or some combination of the 
two. 

All retailers with return facilities must 
ensure that those facilities comply with all 
state-mandated safety protocols to protect 
both workers and the public under the 
emergency order issued by the Michigan 
Department of Health and Human Services 
on Oct. 9, 2020. 

In addition, retailers may take any or all 
the following steps at their discretion: 


e Limit the number of beverage containers 
that may be returned by a single individual 
per day to a deposit refund amount of $25, 
as outlined in state law.
